I'm hoping on of you guys who actually knows what he is doing with this 
stuff can help me understand what's going on with my 38S. After countless 
mods, meltdowns,fried IC's, vaporized torroids, etc, my 38S has come back 
every time a solid, drift-free performer. I guess I finally really offended 
it - one groggy morning I hooked up a fresh battery backwards, instantly 
smoking the 7808. 

A new 7808 & back on the air, only now an annoying drift. Changed 7808 
again, same thing. (Rig has RIT, 5W, tick. L1=6.8uH, C8=7pf, tuning 10.101 
to 10.119 mhz. Changed C8 back to 47pf£, no help.) 


Most noticable at lower end of tuning, rig will drift up a khz with key down 
for 25-30 seconds. Key up, drifts back down in about 10 seconds. Voltage 
measured at tune pot wiper (at 10.101 mhz) .901 V, key down drops to .643 V, 
rises steadly to .668 V after 25-30 seconds. Key up, .907 V, drops to .901 
V in about 10 seconds. What the &&«%$# is going on? Its like a cap charging 
and discharging... Why does wiper voltage drop at key down? My DVM loses 
third decimal in 8 volt range, measures 8.08 V at 8 V points, flickers and 
drops to 8.07 V on key down. Is the 7808 causing the drift? I'm losing 
sleep over this, I gotta understand what's going on! Any help will be 
greatly appreciated!

You definitely should NOT accept ANY crystals from Mouser that won't 
oscillate. If they won't oscillate I would send them back. Too bad you have 
to be doing their quality control job for them. They sell ECS and some other 
brand as I recall. Epson I think. As a matter of curiousity, what brand were 


they, and where were they made? 


I've bought/tested between 200 and 300 microprocessor xtals, most of them 
from Digikey, and never had one that was defective. Previous purchases have 
said "TAIWAN" and "PHILIPPENES" on the case and had Q's in the 100,000 to 
180,000 region. These have been making very nice filters. The last few 
purchases, however, have had low Q. On the order of 40,000-60,000 in a few 
cases, which makes them lousy for filter application. These low-Q units said 
"CHINA" on them. 


They DO oscillate, however, so can't claim they are "defective". Wish I could!

I'm hoping on of you guys who actually knows what he is doing with this 
stuff can help me understand what's going on with my 38S. After countless 
mods, meltdowns,fried IC's, vaporized torroids, etc, my 38S has come back 
every time a solid, drift-free performer. I guess I finally really offended 
it - one groggy morning I hooked up a fresh battery backwards, instantly 
smoking the 7808. 

A new 7808 & back on the air, only now an annoying drift. Changed 7808 
again, same thing. (Rig has RIT, 5W, tick. L1=6.8uH, C8=7pf, tuning 10.101 
to 10.119 mhz. Changed C8 back to 47pf£, no help.) 


Most noticable at lower end of tuning, rig will drift up a khz with key down 
for 25-30 seconds. Key up, drifts back down in about 10 seconds. Voltage 
measured at tune pot wiper (at 10.101 mhz) .901 V, key down drops to .643 V, 
rises steadly to .668 V after 25-30 seconds. Key up, .907 V, drops to .901 
V in about 10 seconds. What the &«%$# is going on? Its like a cap charging 
and discharging... Why does wiper voltage drop at key down? My DVM loses 
third decimal in 8 volt range, measures 8.08 V at 8 V points, flickers and 
drops to 8.07 V on key down. Is the 7808 causing the drift? I'm losing 
sleep over this, I gotta understand what's going on! Any help will be 
greatly appreciated!

Hi Conway, 


I just read your request on QRP-L Digest, so you probably have several 
answers allready. Just in case, here is one more. I generally use the 

7.62 MM NATO Ammo Cases. (Same size box as Older 30 Cal. Boxes). 

The one that I have here in front of me with the Hindge on the left and 
the fastening lever on the right, Measures 10" wide X 3 1/2" deep X 6 5/8" 
high Inside Dimensions. It is WaterProof as all AMMO Cases are supposed 

to be. Wet Bullets are not gud. When you release the locking lever and 
open the case, open it fully to the left and then pull towards you at the 
hindge of the lid, the lid will come right off. To the best of my 
knowledge all of them are made that way. Deppending on how badly yours are 
rusted will determine the amount of work required to Beautify it. 


If you really want it to look like brand new, I suggest that you get ahold 
of several of them and take the lids off and carefully remove the rubber 
gasket from the lid, then depending on how bad of shappe they are in, you 
either have at them with the wire brush on the drill and some emory paper 
followed by a coat or two of DERUSTO Brand Spray Paint. I have also used 
the Can Version with good success. A good small paint brush and one of 
those minature trim rollers will do a wonderful job. Remember two or three 


light coats with proper drying time in between is best. 


Now for the Lazy hams method. Look in the Yellow Pages for your nearest 
Body shop/sand blaster. We have one over in Laurel, MD that will do 

a small job like that reasonable. Ask if they can blast you a few boxes 

in their spare time between jobs. The idea is to just leave them with them 
for a week or so to do at their convenience. 


I am not sure about your heat Sink part, the Boxes are Steel which means 
you ain't gonna solder anything to them. On the Other hand, You could 
probably Bolt a regular Aluminum Heat Sink to the bottom of the case and 
use Silicone Heat Sink Compound to make a good heat conduction path. 

The heat sink could be attached with a steel frame welded/brazed to the 
bottom of the case and the block of Aluminum heat sink held in place with 
machine screws thru holes tapped in the side of the frame. 


OTOH, if you just need a QRP Heat sink a bolt or Nylon Screw thru the box 
will do the job. In the case of the Nylon threaded bolt and a Tapped Hole 
in the case, you are water tight again. 


If you want to see some beautiful examples of rigs in Ammo Boxes and 
Test Equipment Cases, Check the QRP-1 web page for the Dayton 38 Special 
contest.

There are a couple of ways to reduce the high freq hiss 

from the LM386. 

One is to use a small inductor (2.2mH) in series with the output 
device (spkr or headphones). 

Another is to play with the feedback circuit by using a "T" 
circuit as the feedback circuit.(two resistors and a cap) 


You can also peak the audio response by putting an inductor and 
Capacitor in series to ground from pin 1. 

Some circuits I've seen roll off the output with R/C networks.
